I found in hum as in all other princes 
that I haue knowne or ſerued both good and bad. For men they are as we be, & per- 
feion is proper to God onely, Bur ſure that prince whoſe vertues and good parts 
RI 1 vices, deſerueth great commendation , the rather bicauſe commonly 
noblc perſonages are more prone to al kind ofwantonnes than other men:partly for 
that in their childhood they are brought vp without due chaſtiſement &correCtion, 
& partly bicauſe when they are grown to mans eſtate, ech man ſecketh to feed their 
humors & ſooth themin all they ſay or do. But for mine own part bicauſe I loue not 
to flatter nor miſreportthe truth, fomwhat may happily be foundin this hiſtorie 
not tending altogither to the kings praiſe, bur I truſt the readers will weigh the rca- 
ſons aboue —_ Sure thus much I dare boldly fay in his commendation, that 
in mine opinion he was the prince in his age (all things conſidered) leaſt ſubie& to 
vice. Yethaue I knowne and been conuerſant with as many great princes, both ſpi- 
rituall and temporall as any man in Fraunce of my time, as well the princes of this 
realme, as thoſe alſo that haue liued in Britaine, Flaunders, Almayne, Englande, 
Spayne, Portugall, and Italy. Diuers others alſo whomlI haue not :yethaueTI 
knowne, partly by conference with their ambaſſadors, and partly by their letters 
and inſtruftions which are meanes ſufficienttoenforme men of rheir natures and 
inclinations.

The 
Earle of Charolois company ſet themſclues m order of battellas and 
at their arriuall found the Earle of S.Paul on foot,& all the archers dt ted,ech 
man hauing a pale pitched before him. Farther , they beat out the heads of diuers 
pipes of wine todnnk : & ſure for thoſe few bartels I haue been in,I neuer ſaw men in 
my life more deſirous to fight, which me thought was a good ſigne and agreat com- 
fort. Order was giuen at the firſt that we ſhould all light on Soee none excepted, 
but that order was afterward altered. For almoſt all the men of armes mounted

ſommer: ſothat a great number of rich wealthy men were cither ſlaine intheſe wars, 
or ſtarued in priſon. Their great miſeries began before Nuz, and continued with the 
loſſe of three or fower barrels, till the hower of the Dukes death ; who in this laſt 
battell waſtcd and conſumed the whole force of his countrie, and loſt all his ſeruants 
that could or would haue defended the eſtate and honor of his houſe.

The Kings franke archers fell to ſpoile the Dukes carriage, 
andthe ſtraglers that followedit, as viQtuallers, and ſuch like : bur cerraine of 
Dukes foormen ſet vpon them ,diſcomfited them,and flue ſome of them. The Dukes 
loſſe was greaterthan ours; for more of his men were taken, and moreflaine *: bur 
the honor ofthe field was his. And Ithinke verily ifhe had rerurned to Therouenne, 
he had not found a man neitherin it,nor in Arras;zand itwas greatly to his loſſe,thart 
he durſt not attempt ſo to do, Bur in ſuch caſes men arenot alwaies informed ofthe 
beſt : and to ſay the truth, great cauſe he had to feare thatenterpriſe .I ſpeake of this 
barrell butby hearſay; for I was not preſent atit : notwithſtanding to continue the 
order of my hiſtoric, ſomwhat I was forced to write thereof. I was with the King 
when theſe newes were brought him, which vndoubredly nipped him at the verie 
hart; for he was not accuſtomed to loſe, but had ſuch ſucceſle in all his attempts, 
that fortune ſcemedto be at his commandement, which vndoubredly his wiſedome 
greatly furthered.For he would hazard nothing,neither feared any thing more than 
a battel;and as touching this now mentioned,it was fought without his knowledge. 
His armies he made fo ſtrong, that few Princes were able toencounter them he was 
berter furniſhed of arrilleric,than any King that cuer raignenin Fraunce:he attemp- 
ted alwaies to take places akodden, — ache percciuedto be cull 
fortified ; Eb ecrbehedonce gotten, he furni fo well of men and ar- 
tilleric, that it was impoſſible for his enimies to recouer them. Further, if the cap- 
rain of any ſtrongplace, or any other within it, would praRtiſe ro yeeld ir for monie, 
he was ſure ofa copesmate,neither would he ſhrinke were the ſumme neuer ſo grear 
that was dzmanded, bur liberally giue ir.
